The San Jose Chapter of MAPA listened 
with divided interest to the bids for the Mex¬ 
ican American endorsement this past nionth. 
The entertainment for the evening was pro¬ 
vided by bandidates Berns and James who 
took the opportunity to try on the political 
gloves for size in a bout of accusations and 
rebuttals. 

Mr. Wester Sweet, with shallow humor, 
assumed he was in-and he wasn't, while the 
confessions of being a Socialist and probably 
a Marxist branded Mr. James Lindsey for 
what he probably is. The most comprehen¬ 
sive understanding of the complexities of the 
City Council was presented by Mr. Ron 
James but his score didn't show. The single 
endorsement of the evening went by a unani¬ 
mous decision to JOHN CASTRO.

JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 

I recently came across a paper with a 
set of rules prepared by the Houston, Texas, 
Police Department which may be of interest 
to our readers. The paper was entitled "12 
RULES FOR RAISING DELINQUENT CHILD¬ 
REN," and reads as follows: 

1. Begin with infancy to give the child 
everything he wants, in this way he will 
grow up to believe that the world owes 
him a living. 

2. When he picks up bad words, laugh at 
him. This will make him think that he 
is cute. It will also encourage him to 
pick up "gutter" phrases that will blow 
the top of your head later. 

3. Never give him any spiritual training. 
Wait until he is 21 and then let him 
"decide for himself". 

4. Avoid use of the word "wrong”. It may 
develop a guilt complex. This will con¬ 
dition him to believe, later, when he is 
arrested for stealing that society is 
against him and he is being persecuted. 

5. Pick up everything he leaves lying 
around such as books, shoes and cloth¬ 
ing. Do everything for him so he will 
be experienced in throwing all respon¬ 
sibility to others. 

6. Let him read anything he can get his 
harids on. Be careful that the silver¬ 
ware and drinking glasses are steri¬ 
lized, but let his mind feast on garbage. 

7. Quarrel frequently in the presence of 
your children. In this way they will not 
be too shocked when the home is broken 
up later. 

8. Give a child all the spending money he 
wants. Never let him earn his own. 
After all, why should HE have things as 
tough as YOU had them. 

9. Satisfy his every craving for food, drink 
and comfort. See that every sensual 


desire is gratified. Denial may lead to 
harmful frustration. 

10. Take his part against neighbors, teach¬ 
ers and policemen. Support him even if 
he is wrong. They arc all prejudiced 
against your child. 

11. When he gets into real trouble, apolo¬ 
gize for yourself by saying, "I never 
could do anything for him," or "he has 
been this way since he fell on his head 
when he was four years old." 

12. Allow him to sass to you that he may 
learn to "stand up for his own rights". 
In this way he can learn to manipulate 
authority. 

I would like to add this footnote to the 
parents: PREPARE FOR A LIFE OF GRIEF 
AS YOU WILL BE APT TO HAVE IT. 

Juvenile delinquency and the short¬ 
comings of our educational system are two 
subjects causing a lot of worry these days 
and it appears that they have a common root, 
the home. Unless a youngster gets positive 
training in moral values at home, he's not 
likely to get them from school, church, or 
any other ^ secondary source. Unless the 
child's interest in learning is stimulated at 
home, the school is half licked before it 
starts. If sloppy grammar is used at home, 
the study of English at school starts with a 
big handicap. When the example of a parent 
is bad, and constitutes practice of immor¬ 
ality and seems to condone it, how is the 
child to know the difference between right 
and wrong; or knowing, why is he to care ? 

Homegrown respect for law and or¬ 
der, respect for the rights and privileges of 
others, are the best possible ingredients in 
the prevention of juvenile delinquency.

Esta poblacion mexicana, (con al- 
gunas exepeiones afortunadamente) esla que 
ha venido en pos de una mejor situacion ec— 
onomica o salieron de Mexico en la epoca 
de la revolucion, que fuc una epoca de ter- 
lor y de inseguridad; familias enteras emi- 
graron ;il pais del norte, en su gran mayoria 
era gente de trabajo que no quizo cambiar 
el arado por la carabina; se arraigo a esta 
nacion y ya no le llamo la atencion el reg— 
reso a su suelo; como hombres de campo 
:illa, buscaron su vida cn el campo aqui; no 
sintieron la neccsidad de darsela a sus hijos 
y asi estos siguiron los pasos de sus may- 
ores, trabajar los campos. Por fortuna al- 
gunos vieron un futuro mejor para sus hijos 
\ los hicieron estudiar hasta que terminaron 
una camera; gracias a esos padres que se 
quebraron la espalda en los barbechos, las 
f.ibricas, detras de un mostrador o en al— 
guna empacadora, hay muchos honorables 
profesionistas Mexico Americanos. Los que 
han venido, no empujados por la revolucion, 
sino mas bien qon la esperanza de una mejor

Eso podi a scr una pachanga o una 
juerga dc tragones borrachos, pero no tiene 
nada que ver con la dignidad dc nuestra 
nacionalidad. 

\ Una nacionalidad sc presenta con una 
tarjeta de visita dondc sc pueden leer estas 
palabras: Historia, Cultura, Progreso, Ci- 
vilizacion, Educacion. Esta tarjeta la puede 
presentar cualquicr mcxicano que sepa dar 
verdadero valor y sentido a su mcxicanidad. 

Son muchos los ejemplos que se pueden 
citar en refercncia a la participacion del 
mcxicano o del mcxicoamericano en el dcs- 
arrollo de este Condado, pero eso lo dejo 
por ahora el tintcro para otra ocasion. 

En resumcn, la nacionalidad mexi- 
cana no es la que algunos crecn que es; la 
musica, la comida, la bebida o la indumen- 
taria; estas son unicamcnte las manifesta- 
ciones populares en nuestras fiestas, pero 
en ningun caso puedep scr la intcrprctacion 
de nuestra nacionalidad. No podemos decir 
que descendemos de una pleyade de filosofos, 
matematicos, astronomos, y sabios, como 
los griegos. Ni podemos ufanarnos de des¬ 
cender de un imperio de guerreros, esta- 
distas y conquistadores como los romanos; 
pero si podemos decir que nuestra raza in- 
doespanola merece consideracion y respeto 
como uno de los eslaboncs de trabajo y pro- 
greso de la humanidad.
